ments for damages inflicted during 
the occupation.

between the two nations.

"Excepting the fourth point, all 


the others are simply unthinkable as 
far as opening the way to bring the 
two countries together."'

stages for its heroes, hi said he 
came from a nation determined to 
cooperate with America to help re- 
store prosperity. 


"A grave crisis has arisen which 


has, interrupted your development as 
will"AS' that»-of other countries," he 
said. "In a world torn with doubt

must search for and apply methods 
which will restore calm and rees- 
tablish equilibrium. 


Faith in U. S. People 


"It is through an affirmation of 


.faith and confidence that I desire to 
come into contact with the Ameri- 
can people. I know their enthu- 
siasm. I know that they are cap- 
able of generous impulses combining 
their deep_sense of reality with their 
noble idealism. They will respond, 
it necessary, to calls which ma> 
reach them from the old world. 


"I speak in the name of a coun-

Parents can help us 
and their children by gaining a gen- 
eral idea of the skills and habits 
to be acquired. 


"Children differ In their 
native 


capacities so it is our aim to per- 
mit each child to progress at his 
own natural rate in all the funda- 
mental subjects.

Plenty of 
social contacts will be planned so

CHURCH AND STATE 


Disestablishment of the Catholic 


church as the state religion of Spain, 
imminent since the overthrow of the 
monarchy, has been accomplished by 
an overwhelming vote in the Spanish 
assembly. And while the uprooting of 
this age-old relationship was accom- 
panied by some disorder, there is noth- 
ing to indicate that these difficulties 
will go further. 


In many respects Spain ran true to 


the form exhibited in other nations 
when separation of church and state 
resulted from civil revolution. Radical 
elements, drunk with new found vic- 
tory, would leap from the extreme of 
state sponsorship of religion to the oth- 
er extreme of state hostility to reli- 
gion. Such a course would inevitably 
result in serious disorders. 


Seemingly the Vatican is not partic- 


ularly alarmed at the new situation. In 
the last half century it has seen the 
disestablishment of the church in a half 
dozen countries, and while there have 
been disturbances and some bitterness, 
the net result has been a stronger 
church better able to fulfil) its appoint- 
ed mission than ever before. 


The separation of church and state, 


in our modern complex civilization, is 
inevitable, and both church and gov- 
ernment are more prosperous and more 
content where there is a distinct sep- 
aration. 
No better proof is needed 


than the United States. 


It is only in the light of history that 


Americans' can understand the per- 
sistence of religion as" a state institu- 
tion. It exists in South American coun- 
tries because, in a measure, their very 
origin is due to the church. These 
countries became populated through 
the missionary efforts of religious or- 
ders. So strong was the grip of the 
church on these people that when the 


< governments which the church helped 
to establish* were finally overthrown 
the people still retained the national 
religion. 


The United States, having been col- 


onized by the adherents of all religions, 
never was under the dominarce of any, 
and consequently has not inherited the 
traditions of other American repub- 
lics. But religion has never suffered 
in this country as a result. On the 
other hand it has been free to prosper 
without reference to political and eco- 
nomic changes and conditions, and it 
has prospered as well as in any coun- 
try. 


If history repeats itself, religion need 


have no alarm-over the Spanish situ- 
ation. It is more than likely that when 
the situation has clarified itself, when 
passions and prejudices have cooled, 
both church and people will be gainers 
from the separation.

Th«r» %«• 8$ rural school* In the 


county -which »erved warm lunches 
last year, according to a report pre- 
pared by A. G. Meating, county su- 
perintendent of »chools. 
Two of 
these schools were state graded 
schools and two were hlgb school 
and grades combined. In the 81 rur- 
al school* the lunches were served 
for 90 days and In the other schools 
they were aerved for 80 days. 
The report also shows there were 


97 school societies organized 
last 
year, 85 in rural schools, and six 
each In state graded schools and 
high school and grade schools con* 
bined. Two of the high schools took 
part la school savings work. Farm 
accounting was taught In 116 rural 
schools, six state graded schools, 
and eight high school and 
grade 
schools combined. In two of the high 
schools there were night classes of- 
fered. One or more special 
gather- 


ings were held In each of the 116 
rural schools, 
nix state 
graded 


schools and eight of the schools in 
which high school classes and grades 
are combined. 


Thirty-five of the rural schools, 


four of the state graded schools and 
one of the high schools organized 
parent teacher associations. Ten of 
the rural shcools, two of the state 
graded schools and one of the high 
schools held school fairs. 


All of the rural schools, six of the 
state graded schools and the eight 
high schools have some playground 
equipment.

of the bay and proposed to charge 
Wisconsin fishermen a. heavy non- 
resident license for dipping their 
nets in to the^ white fish and her- 
ring schools.

channel was the dividing line, but 
when a final decree was entered by 
tke court, with the boundary line 
drawn by engineers Wisconsin got a 
big surprise.

STORED FOR WINTER 


C. L Kuehner Explains Best 


Way to Keep Fruit During 
Cold Months 


C. L. Kuehner. orchard specialist 


with th« state department of agri- 
culture, in a letter to Ous Sell, coun- 
ty agent, explains how farmers can 
keep^applea plump and juicy for the 
•winter months. His letter follows, 


"Harvest apples when they 
are 


mature but hard and while they still 
offer eome resistance to picking. 
Most 
of 
our 
common 
varieties 


should be picked as soon as a small 
percentage of the sound, well de- 
veloped apples begin to drop. This 
does not apply when the drops are 
wormy—wormy apples always drop 
before the rest of the crop Is ready 
for picking". 


"Delay picking as long as possible 


without danger of too much drop or 
of hard frosts. 


"Pick carefully with stems. Lay 


apples into the pail or basket. Drop 
ping them into the container bruls 
63 them and reduces their storage 
life. 


"Special picking buckets may not 


be necessary in the small orchard if 
the picker is -very careful 
in hlt> 


work. 


"Apples picked 
while they 
an? 


warm from the sun should be left 
out doors over night protected from 
rain and placed into storage earl% 
next morning. Never allow apples to 
be exposed to the sun after they are 
picked. Exposure to the sun reduces 
their storage life very quickly. 


Store Sound Fruit 


"Store only hand 
picked—sound 


fruit which has not become over 
ripe. It's unwise to store windfalls, 


or wormy, Injured or over mature 
fruit. 


"Stor* In any place which Is cool 


or which can b* cooled by opening 
doors and windows over night or 
when ever the outside temperature 
is lower than the storage tempera- 
ture. Doors and windows should be 
closed when outside temperatures 
are higher than those Inside of the 
storage. Besides, the storage place 
should be well enough Insulated so 
the fruit will not freeze. 


"The storage place may be the 


house cellar, an outbuilding, the vtn- 
used barn basement, a root cellar 
or a temporary shelter roof on the 
north sido oJ a building. 


"All storages must be absolutely 


clean and free from foul air before 
fruit is put in. A thorough cleaning 
followed by a complete coat of fresh 
whitewash is excellent preparation. 
Store apples separate 
from 
root 


crops. Store in clean, sweet smelling 
containers, either boxes or baskets, 
with covers Stack 
containers of 


fruit on top of each other with some 
space left between them and the 
room walls. Place them on a slatted 
floor with either moat ground or 
sand underneath. Cellars with con- 
crete floors are too dry for success- 
ful winter storage 
If ground 
or 


sand cannot be used, moisture may 
be obtained by sprinkling the floor 
and by ventilating generously by 
means of open doors and •windows 
whlls the outside temperature " is 
lower than the Inside temperature.

The Taj Mahal was built 
about 


1630 A. D. by Shaheja, In comment 
oration of his wife, Mumtaj. This 
beautiful monument was erected on 
the banKs of the river Jumma, at 
Asra. It is estimated that from 20,- 
000 to 30,000 men spent 22 years in 
completing the structure. Built most- 
ly of marble and inlaid with other 
stones, It is one of the finest 
ex- 


ample of Indian architecture, and" is 
considered by many as the 
most 


beautiful building in the -world. 


The tomb proper Is 186 feet square 


and rises to a total height of 210 
feet. The inside diameter of the 
dome is 58 feet. 
The miniature on display is correct

Madison—C4>>—The unbiased eyes 


of three cameras- at the University 
of Wisconsin are helping officers of 
tHe law to Jail murderers and would- 
be-murderers in Wisconsin. 
-Prof. J. H< Mathews,. chairman ol 
university, is the man behind the 
the chemistry department at ,the 
camera's eyea who has already aided 
In tii»'conviction of several slayers. 
The three Instruments he uses are 
called the photomiqrographlc-camera 
the. comparison microscope and the 
stereophotomicrographic camera. 


All th» instruments are used to 


detect the source of the bullet, shell, 
knife or other weapon used in a kill- 
ing or an attempted slaying. 
The 


first of the three cameras gives Dr. 
Mathews pictures of bullets and fin. 
gerprints. One picture 
shows the 


grooves of the fatal bullet; another 
portrajs a bullet with identical 
' grooves and fired from the suspect's 
gun. 


Knife cuts on wood and th* 1m. 
print of a firing pin on a shell are 
photographed in a similar manner to 
obtain proof against a suspect.

addition the laboratory experts have 
evolved methods by which serial 
numbers of guns may be restored 
even though they were filed off.

is an empty world. That is to say, 
space is -so much vaster In relation 
to' matter, such, as planets, suns and 
so on, that is simply doesn't count.

not believe: that his theory fits pre- 
sent conditions.

These observations revealed that 


the matter In the universe, star clus- 
ters, etc., are growing farther apart, 
retreating from each other.
